That was eight and one-half months
ago. No report of thelr findings has
been made.

In September Chief of Police
Henley called a meeting of those in
favor of and opposed to the fender
ordinance.  He told them that the
law would be enforced despits their
wishes, for the council had so voted.

Then another braneh of big busi-
ness, the express companies and
Commercial Auto Owners’ ass'n,
made their howl. All pleaded cost
and impracticability.

The express companies knew that
il Chicago adopted auto fenders oth-
er cities throughout the country
might follow suit. Aunto fenders cost
money. Bo they put in their kick.

The trust press, willingly taking
stories from press agents of corpora-
tion Interests, have hammered and
rapped at the law. The Daily News
has been especially activa,

And "Maje” Funkhouser's testers
